WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


a fast ride as the government's 
chief and most visible desegre* 
gallon agent In the South, the 
Office for Civil Rights is aiming 
for a new and more diversified 
role in the fight against discrim- 
ination in schools. 


In recent years the agency, a 


part 
of 
the 
Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
played a key role in desegrega- 
tion by knocking schools in the 
pocketbooks for civil rights In- 
fractions. 


Now that the federal courts 


have assumed the major re* 
sponsibility for ending southern 
school segregation, officials in 
the civil rights office hope to 
take over as monitors of the 
courts' orders. 


They also want to move 


against more subtle practices 
such as the firing of black 
teachers, the closing of Negro 
schools, the use of intelligence 
testing for pupil placement and 
the explosive growth of all-white 
private academies. 


In addition, the HEW civil 


rights watchdogs talk of intensi- 
fied excursions Into the North 
and West against racial dis- 
crimination in colleges, de facto 
school segregation in big cities 
and unequal school treatment 
for Mexican-Americans. 


"These are all questions that 


were overlooked in the rush to 
get kids out of all-black schools 
in the South," said one civil 
rights office official. "We're 
going to go after them now." 


HEW's civil rights fortunes 


began changing In mid-1969. 


First the Nixon administra- 


tion decreed government court 
litigation rather than termina- 
tion of HEW aid was the more 
humane, If perhaps slower, way 
of ending southern school segre- 
gation. 


Then a federal circuit court 


crimped 
HEW's 
termination 


procedures with the result that 
no districts have lost any feder- 
al aid since last July. 


Finally, the Supremo Court 


handed down Its integrate "at 
once" order causing a flurry of 
new litigation in the South. 


Moreover, HEW is running 


out of places to wring desegre- 


plans with (he threat of 


ted ftccejrtable plans or hftvo 
been lost from Jurisdiction by 
coming under court ordftr. 


As a result, the HEW civil 
rights compliance lawyer is i» 
longer the chief villain to south* 
enters. That role Is nut as« 
signed to federal judges and the 
MEW education specialists who 
fashion the controversial court 
enters for speedy desegrefa* 
tion. 


The way HEW's civil rights 


chief Leon E. Panetta sees it, 
his office will become a quasi* 
arm of the federal courts to in- 
sure that desegregation Injunc* 
tions are obeyed. 


Mis staff will also begin back- 


tracking to see that present and 
past HEW integration plans are 
being carried out fully, Panetta 
said. 


HEW is expected to announce 


within weeks a major move 
against alleged discrimination 
i n v o l v i n g Spanish-speaking 
Mexican-Americans in south* 
western schools. 


Civil rights officials forecast 


important new moves, involving 
both court cases and aid termi- 
nations, in several heavily seg- 
regated northern school sys- 
tems.

A— A crab, or pubic louse, 


attaches itself to a single 
hair with its claws. Its eggs, 
like those of the head louse, 
are cemented to a hair or to 
adjacent clothing. When the 
new crab hatches, it finds an 
u n a t t a c h e d hair and as- 
sumes squatter's rights. In 
its whole life, it r a r e l y 
t r a v e l s more than two 
inches. Although sexual con- 
tact is the usual means of 
transmission, it is not the 
only way. The louse may 
move from one suit to an- 
other in a c r o w d e d gym 
locker room.

AAU for control over amateur 
basketball In the United States. 


He was ruled Ineligible by the 


NCAA ami its affiliate, the East- 
ern College Athletic Conference, 
for participating—even though 
he had Yale's per mission—in 
the Maccabiah Games in Tel 
Aviv last summer. 


Although 
other 
Maccabiah 


sports had NCAA approval, bas- 
ketball was not sanctioned in 
another effort to persuade the 
AAU to give up its fight. 


The two-year probation means 


Yale cannot participate in any 
NCAA championships or post- 
season meets aitd tournaments 
and is ineligible to appear on 
any national television program 
or series administered by the 
NCAA.
